N E W YORK, April 6—The daily 
average crude oil production of tho 
United States showed a decrease of 
2,875 barrels for the week ending 
April I, according t£ the weekly 
summary of the American Petroleum 
Institute. The estimated daily aver­ 
age production was 1,462,835 bar- 
els, compared with 1,465,700 barrels 
the preceding week. 
Production increases were shown 
for Oklahoma, 
north Texas, Gulf 
Coast, Wyoming, Montana and Cali­ 
fornia. Losses wore shown in cen­ 
tral Texas, northern Louisan a, Ark­ 
ansas and Kansas. 
In Oklahoma, production of the 
Osage Nation is shown at 85,000 
barrels, against 82.500 b a r r e l s , and 
the output of the Lyons-Qtiinn pool 
was 58,600 against 51,750 barrels 
the preceding week.

*3 , 1920 Tax is Urged 


( Py the Associated Press) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, April 5.— An 
appropriation of the State legisla­ 
ture to repay dollar , for dollar the 
am ount of taxes paid under the in­ 
valid 1920 levy without protest is 
urged by Frank Carter, state audi­ 
tor in a statem ent issued here today. 
The 1920 levy was declared illegal 
by the state supreme court. Records 
in the auditor’s office show that 
$2,083,323.60 had been collected un­ 
der the tax up to April I. 
Carter’s plan for reim bursing the 
taxpayers provides for the county 
treasurer in each county compiling 
a list of the persons who paid with­ 
out protest, with the am ount paid 
bv each, and submitting the tabula­ 
tion to the auditor’s office. From 
this statem ent submitted by every 
county 
treasurer 
in 
the 
state, 
a 
total could be obtaiued which would 


represent the am ount of 
the 
tax 
paid without protest. A bill would 
then be submitted to the legislature 
providing an appropriation to cover 
the amount. 
After 
its 
passage, 
which Mr. Carter declared certain, 
w arrants would be issued directly 
from the auditor’s office to each of 
the taxpayers from whom taxes were 
illegally collected. 
It was explained when the decis­ 
ion of the court was announce^ that 
only those who protested the tax 
when payment was made would have 
legal redress.

American Banking s y n d i c a t e 
brings to the attention of many 
of the American public for the 
first time the surprising extent 
and importance cf this island em­ 
pire of Holland, and the rich trade 
possibilities that lie ahead of it. 
It is interesting to note in this 
connection that the first foreign 
loan ever contracted by the United 
States Government was a loan 
from Holland in 1781. 
Holland 
was the* first country to recognize 
our new Government and the first 
salute to our flag was fired in the 
Dut<5h colony of Ste. Eustalia. 
The Dutch East Indies, which 
lie in the Indian Ocean south of 
the Philippines, form roughly a 
huge crescent with Borneo lialf 
filling the curve. 
Some idea of- 
the great sweep of the islands may 
be 
gained 
by 
picturing 
them 
stretched across the United States. 
Starting in the Pacific beyond Cali­ 
fornia, they would reach to Ber­ 
muda. 
Sumatra is as large as 
California. Borneo exceeds Texas 
in area. 
New Guinea would just 
comfortably lie between New York 
and Omaha, and Celebes is far 
larger than New England. 
Java, 
one of the most remarkable eco-* 
nomic units in the world, is about 
the size of Pennsylvania. 
Owing 
to its abundance of water, to its 
fertility and the industry of its 
people, Java sustains a population 
of thirty millions and at the same 
time exports food, v 
The Dutch East Indies altogether 
have a population numbering about 
one-half that of the United States, 
and constitute in several respects

the most important colonial posses­ 
sion in the Pacific. The remarkable 
economic development of these is­ 
lands in recent years is a convinc­ 
ing evidence of the beneficial ef­ 
fects of the policy of an open door 
in international trade. 
The con­ 
struction of the Suez Canal and 
later of the Panama Canal and the 
stimulus to the trade of the Islands 
in consequence of the World War 
have also accelerated the economic 
development of the Colony. 
The trade of the United States 
with the Dutch East Indies has 
greatly expanded in recent years, 
and there is ample promise of its 
further development. In the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1914, exports 
to these islands from the United 
States were valued a t $3,677,000. 
So greatly has this trade grown 
that in the fiscal year ended June, 
1921, the exports were valued at 
$61,180,000. 
There has been a 
similar expansion in the value of 
imports into the United States 
from the islands— from $5,334,000 
in 1913-1914 to $141,664,000 in 
1920-1921. 


There has been no such phe­ 
nomenal growth in the trade of 
the Colony as a whole as there 
has been in its trade with the 
United States. 
Nevertheless the 
figures reflect marked progress 
in the development of the Colony’s 
economic resources. 
Exports in 
1920 were valued at $890,000,000, 
which compares with $274,000,000 
as the value of exports in 1914. 
The Colony’s exports regularly 
exceed imports. 
In 1914 this ex­ 
cess amounted to $102,000,000; 
in 1919 it amounted to $571,000,- 
000, or almost twice the value of 
the total imports for the year. The 
balance in- 1920, $370,000,000, 
while considerably under that for 
1919, is indicative of the ability 
of the Dutch East Indies to pre­ 
serve a favorable trade position in 
a period of world-wide reaction.

In these fields, as well as in the 
production of raw materials, there 
is an unusual opportunity for the 
further

The most important develop­ 
ment in *he Colony’s mining in 
recent years has been the growth 
in the output of petroleum. 
The 
industry is of recent origin, as the 
first concession was granted in 
1883. 
Production of crude oil in 
the islands from 1910 to 1918 in­ 
creased from 1,501,045 to 1,764,- 
203 metric tons. 
The production 
of 2,365,320 metric tons in 1920 
has 
been 
reported. 
Although 
some of the petroleum is exploited 
for Government account, it is prin­ 
cipally in the control of private 
companies. The Government, how­ 
ever, derives considerable revenue 
from petroleum in the form of an 
export tax. 
Other Government mining ac­ 
tivities include the working of col­ 
lieries and of tin, silver, and gold 
mines. 
The 
Government 
tin 
mines, numbering about 325, are 
all located on the Island of Banka 
and 
have 
consistently 
yielded 
From IOU to 1916 th se 


profits ranged from 25,916,397 
guilders to 27,885,229 ^guilders, 
while in 1918, the last year for 
which data are available, profits 
were 25,808,489 guilders, or about 
$10,000,000 at normal exchange. 
The Government has not, however, 
monopolized the tin deposits, but 
has granted concessions to private 
companies which also have oper­ 
ated successfully. 
Private mining 
enterprise in general is subject to 
Government regulation and 
li­ 
cense. 
The eoal deposits of the Dutch 
East Indies have been estimated 
at 200,000,000 metric tons, ot 
which only slightly more than 
7,000,000 tons have been mined. 
The Government’s three coal min­ 
ing eni rprises have shown prac­ 
tically uninterrupted increase in 
profits from 1910 to 1913. 
The 
production in the latter year ag­ 
gregated 604,201 tons. 
The cultivation of rubber has 
shown remarkable progress in the 
last twenty years and is carried on 
chiefly by private enterprises, al­ 
though the Government is operat­ 
ing several rubber estates in Java 
and 
Sumatra. 
Peruvian 
bark, 
from which quinine is extracted, is 
obtained under Government man­ 
agement, as well as by private en­ 
terprises. 
About 90 per cent of. 
the world's supply of this product 
comes from the Dutch East Indies. 
Where the Government is not ac­ 
tively interested in the production 
of agricultural commodities, it has 
done much to aid private enter­ 
prise by establishing experiment 
stations, agricultural schools, and 
an agricultural information service. 
The islands have extensive sys­ 
tems of well-kept roads. 
A meas­ 
ure of the popularity of motor 
vehicles in the Colony is found in 
the importation of 2,183 passen­ 
ger cars and 873 trucks in the 
first quarter of 1921, while 700 
of the former and 247 of the lat­ 
ter were imported in the first quar­ 
ter of 1920. 
The water power of the Dutch 
East Indies is an asset of great 
potential worth. 
In 
1910 the 
Government began to take active 
interest in the development of 
these resources. 
The original in­ 
tention was to supply electric 
power for the state-owned rail­ 
ways and tramways, but the scope 
of the project has now extended 
beyond these limits. 
The Govern­ 
ment 
has 
already 
investigated 
sources of water power with an 
aggregate of more than 1,500,000 
horse-power, and a number of 
hydro-electric 
enterprises 
have 
been established. 
The progress which the Dutch 
East Indios have made is largely 
a result of the wise and demo­ 
cratic colonial policy adopted by 
The Netherlands, which aims to 
develop the political, as well as 
the economic, capacity of the na­ 
tive population. Local self-govern­ 
ment is extended from time to 
time; a system of primary educa­ 
tion, which recognizes the lan­ 
guage and the customs of the ’• *- 
tives has been established; and 
the Home and Colonial Govern­ 
ments have co-operated in develop­ 
ing the resources and industries of 
the Island Empire.

OKLAHOMA CITY, April 6 .— An 
appeal for party unity and harmony 
by Cordell Hull, chairman of the 
democratic national committee, and 
an address by Governor J. B. A. 
Robertson, in which he openly re­ 
ferred to what he termed “ the lack 
of harmony in the democratic party 
in Oklahoma" and defended his ad­ 
ministration and his appointees, fea­ 
tured the meeting here today of the 
democratic state central committee. 
Chairman Hull explained that his 
visit was to bring about a better 
understanding a n i feeling between 
the state and national organizations 
and described the democratic out­ 
look as “ splendid.” 
Mr. Hull told the meeting he did 
not know if democrats of Oklahoma 
have any internal trouble, adding 
that if there ware any such differ­ 
ences it was but “ human nature.” 
He said it was not his purpose “ to 
criticize or appraise the merits or 
demerits of any opposing concern. 
“I do wish to say with all em­ 
phasis, however,” continued the na­ 
tional chairman, “ that the Oklaho­ 
ma democratic organiaztion consti­ 
tutes 
an 
im portant 
integral 
part 
of our national democracy, and the 
national organization is most vital­ 
ly affected by the success or fail­ 
ure of the party in this state.” 
Defends .Administration. 
A defense of his administration 
and his appointees was made by Gov­ 
ernor Robertson in his address. The 
executive referred only briefly to 
his recent indictment by a grand 
jury at Okmulgee which investigated 
the failure of the Bank of Com­ 
merce of that city. He reiterated 
that the indictment originated with 
certain members of the d em o crat 
state officials, who, 
he 
said had 
“crawled on their belly before a re­ 
publican investigating committee to 
obtain immunity.’* 
“All of you are just as guilty of 
any wrong doing in connection with 
the adm inistration of the banking 
departm ent at Okmulgee as I am," 
the executive declared vehemently. 
Prolonged applause 
greeted 
this 
statement. 
» 
“I do not intend to try my case 
before this body or any other body,’ 
continued the governor. “ But you 
shall have the facts when the case 
is called.” 
Won’t Vote For Owens. 
“A bitter attack on his political 
enemies was voiced by the execu­ 
tive, who also declared he would 
not vote for Thomas H. Owens, who 
announced 
his 
candidacy 
for 
the 
democratic nomination for governor. 
“I shall not vote for Owens and 
no friend of mine in the state will 
vote for him,” said Governor Rob­ 
ertson.

build up a political machine. About 
a month ago I called all employees

togethers 
and told them that I had no de­ 
sire to influence their action and 
they should feel free to do as they 
pleased. I never have favored any­ 
one in the governor’s race, but I 
shall not vote for Tom Owen and 
no friend of mine will vote for him
